BRITTAIN AND WALKER 
SELL STOCK IN INDEX 


Attorney General Walker 
Holds That, Following the 
Sale of Stock, Award Is 
Legal—H earing Before 
Judge Bell Soon. 


Because M. L. Brittain, state super- 
intendent of public instruction, was, 
up to about 10:40 yesterday morning a 
stockholder and @irector in the Index 
Printing company, the state printing 
commission was yesterday enjoined 
from awarding to it the state printing 
contract for two years. 

If possible a hearing on the writ 
will be had before Judge George Bell 
today, or, if not, tomorrow. 

Prior to yesterday morning Clifford 
Walker, attorney general, also was a 
stockholders in the Index Printing 
company, he and Mr. Brittain both 
transferring their holdings in order, as 
the attorney general put it, to remove 
all legal technicalities in the way of 
the state contract’s being awarded to 


that corporation. 
Attorney General Walker owned 
only one share, which he sold yester- 


day morning to the company. 
Bids Are Opened. 
Yesterday being the first Tuesday in 
August, was thé statutory day set for 
the opening of bids for the state print- 
ing for two years, and the awarding 


of the contract, by the state printing 
commission, composed of Secretary of 
State Philip Cook, State Comptroller 
General William A. Wright and State 
-Treasurer William J. Speer. In all 
there were seven bidders, the low- 
est of whose bids is that of the 
Index, Printing company, and the sec- 
ond lewest that of Charles-P. Byrd, 
présent holder of the contract, and 
who has been the state printer for a 
mumber of years. 
The commission convened between. 
19 and 11 o'clock yesterday morning 
to open the bids, submitted a month 
ago to the secretary of state, and make 
the award. When the bids wére 
ed and it was found that 
company bad all the best of it, Mr. 
Byrd, through Colonel E. BEB. Pomeroy, 
his counsel, objected to the making 
of the award to the lowest bidder on 
the grounds that the law forbids the 
awarding of the printing contract to 
any company in which any ‘“‘member 
of the general assembly, or other pub- 
lic officer” shall be interested; and he 
Geclared that Superintendent of Schools 
Brittain was a stockholder and a di- 
rector in the company submitting the 


lowest bid. 
3 Brittain Severs Connection. 

This was denied by Dr. B. J. W. Gra- 
ham, general manager of the Index 
company, who said that, while Brittain 
had been a shareholder and director, 
he had that day sold his stock to his 
brother and resigned his directorship. 

Still the Byrd interests objected, al- 
leging that so recent a transfer of in- 
terests could not possibly remove all 
concern in the contract on the part of 
the seller, and the commission adjourn- 
ed until it could procure an opinion 
from Attorney General Clifford Walker. 

This opinion was handed to the com- 
mission before 3 o'clock, and an hour 
later the matter was resumed, with all 
parties at interest present. 

Secretary of State Cook opened the 
opinion and read it aloud. In sub- 
stance it held that the evident pur- 
pose and intent of the law had been 
subserved in the sale by Mr. Brittain 
of his stock, and the commission could 
legally award the contract to the firm 
in which Brittain had held; but in 
which he no longer holds, shares. The 
evident intent of the law, says the 
attorney general, “is to prevent graft- 
ing’ on the part of the public officials, 
and, after having talked the matter 
over fully with Mr. Brittain, he was 
fully convinced that the superintendent 
of schools had no intent nor purpose 
to profit in any manner illegally, he 
advised the commission that it could 
go ahead and make tht award to the 
lowest bidder. 

~ Pomeroy Makes Objection. 

The law in question, Section 1337, 
Political Code of Georgia, says: 

‘The public printing shall be let 
to the lowest responsible bidder or 
bidders, who shall give adequate and 
satisfactory security in the sum of 
$50,000 for the faithful performance of 
contract, and no membef of the general 
assembly or other puBlic officer shall 
be interested, either directly or in- 
directly, in any such contract.” 

Colonel Pomeroy, granted leave to 
speak after the opinion had been read, 
argued that in his opinion the intent 
of thy law would preclude the letting 
of the contract to any company in 
which a public officer was a stock- 
holder at the time the bid was sub- 
mitted, which, in this case, was a 
month ago. He maintained, too, that 
Brittain had held his stook up to the

When Bennett Sampson Crane, the 
suspect in the John Wurm murder 
mystery, goes on trial in municipal 
court this morning at 10 o'clock, a 
large gathering of his neighbors will 
be on hand to testify against the char- 
acter of his accuser, George C. Hug- 
gins, whose story prompted Crane’s 
arrest. 

“We will undertake to prove that 
Huggins is a police ‘stool pigeon,’ and 
that his reputation is bad. He has 
done sleuthing for the county police 
before. Those who know him will tell 
the court what a bad sort of character 
he has, and we have no fear at all 
that if the police depend upon the 
word of Huggins, our client will be 
freed.”’ : 

This was the statement made last 
night by John T. Highsmith, counsel 
for the prisoner, who added that vir- 
tually all of Crane’s neighbors would 
take the stand against Huggins, and 
that at least nine men had been sub- 
‘poenaed who were ready to swear 
that they would not believe the oath 
of Crane’s accuser. 


POLICE 
BLOCKED. 


. The Crane angle of the Wurm mys- 
tery took many startling turns Tues- 
day. Following the suspect's success- 
ful demand for an‘immediate hearing, 
the county police were blocked in their 
attempt to further investigate the ex- 
night watchman, when they were de- 
nied admission to his cell at the Tower. 
Attorney Highsmith says he only in- 
sisted that he be present when the pro- 
posed interrogation of Crane to6ok 
place. The pglice say, however, they 
were not admitted to the man. 

Mr. Highsmith appealed to Judge L. 
F. McClelland, of municipal court, early 
Tuesday, and the date of arraignment 
was set for 10 o’clock this morning. 
This move excited the county police,

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COLLUSION CHARGED 


10 PAPER MAKERS 


Combination Alleged to 
Force Up Price of News 
Print Paper—The Federal 
Trade Board Investigates. 


Washington, August 1.—Charges that 
the price of news print paper has been 
forced up exorbitantly by a combina- 
tion of manufacturers were made by 
publishers and denied by representa- 
tives of the manufacturers at a hear- 
ing today which concluded an exhaust- 
ive inquiry into the ‘subject by the 
federal trade commission.: 

Frank P. Glass, of Birmingham, vice 
president of the American Newspaper 
Publishers’ association, told the com- 
mission he was “morally convinced” 
there was collusion among the manu- 
facturers,. and expected to be able by 
October 1 to present legal proof of it. 
P. T. Dodge, president of the Inter- 
national Paper company, declared high 
prices were due to an enormous in- 
crease in demand, and insisted that the 
manufacturers were not making a fair 
return on their capital. 

Early Report to Be Made. 

The commission undertook the 
vestigation under direction of a con- 
gressional resolution, and will begin 
work immediately drafting a _ report. 
Members said tonight one would be 
submitted at the earliest possible mo- 
ment. 

Other witnesses at today’s hearing 
included J. H. Zerbey, chairman of the 
white paper committee of the National 
Editorial association, and representa- 
tive of the Pennsylvania Associated 
Dalies; E. R. Stoll, manager . of the 
Pitt&burg Publishers’ association; G. N. 
Andrews, of The Easton, Pa. Free 
Press; W. L. Tushington, of The Cam- 
den, N. J., Courier; Charles B. Spatz, of 
The Boyertown, Pa. Weekly, and 
George F. Steele, secretary, and Tim- 
othy T Ansberry, counsel for the News 
Print Manufacturers’ association. 

Mr. Glass said his association viewed 
the situation with extreme alarm and 
had recommended retrenchment in the 
consumption by smaller editions, abol- 
ishing returns, and circulation activity. 
Increases of 25 to 35 per cent on con- 
tracts and sometimes a hundred per 
cent on emergency orders, he declared, 
had destroyed the profits of most 
newspapers, and already had driven 
some to the wall. One western paper, 
he said, reported an increased paper 
cost of $250,000 annually. He claimed 
it'was almost impossible for a pub- 
lisher to get quotations except from 
the mill he usually dealtewith, + 

Mr. Zerbey charged fa | Seddin te “tite! 
Bale of paper, and declar&) present 
pricés vary widely according*to the 
whim of the manufacturer, the discrep- 
ancy running from 2 to 6 cents a pound. 
He added that, while some publishers 
can hardly buy paper for cash, even 
at exorbitant rates, others have made 
two and three-year contracts at favor- 
ed terms. He thought it apparent that 
manufacturers had united to force pub- 
lishers to deal only with the mill they 
were accustomed to patronize, and that 
any further increase beyond 5 per cent 
would force many of the smaller papers 
under 20,000 circulation into bank- 
ruptcy. "as 

Manufacturers Defended. 

In defense of the manufacturers, Mr. 
Dodge explained that $1,000,000 worth 
of paper was held in stock by his com- 
pany as a necessary safeguard for con- 
tracts in hand, but said the reserve had 
been depleted from 37,000-tons to 1,700 
in order to afford relief, and that all 
new orders, including contracts for 
nearly 100,000 tons from abroad, had 
been refused. The great difficulty, he 
said, Was that a very sudden and unex- 
pected demand, increasing the country's 
paper consumption over 20 per cent in 
the past year, had entirely outrun the 
total available supply. Moreover 
nearly every item of expense in manu- 
facture had been increased and the im- 
port of timber bought in Canada for 
manufacture had been forbidden by 
Canadian authorities shortly after the 
American duty on Canadian paper was 
removed. No new mills had been built 
in the past year, as it was impossible 
to make a fair return on capital. 

Mr. Tyshington attributed much of 
the increase to the jobber. Mr. An- 
drews said he feared to contemplate 
the future, as increases from 50 per 
cent to 75 per cent were in sight. The 
Pittsburg papers, Mr. Stoll said, had 
not planned co-operative buying. He 
doubted if it would succeed. 


PARALYSIS STILL KILLS 
NEW YORK LITTLE ONES 


New’ York, August 1.—With all 
peoxtows mortality records in the epi- 
emic of infantile paralysis here 
broken today, when it was reported 
that fifty-seven children had died dur- 
ing the 24-hour period ending at 10 
a. m., Health Commissioner Haven 
Emerson found it necessary to call 
for additional beds in hospitals to 
care for the afflicted. 

The number of new cases reported 
in the* greater city was 169, and it was 
said that of the 2,438 beds available 
in public and private hospitals, only 
150 remained unoccupied tonight. The 
number of cases of the disease since 
the epidemic began has been more 
than 4,000. 

While the health authorities assert 
they have the situation well in hand, 
they admit that unless cooler weather

The Deutschland Sails. 

Baltimore, Md., August 1.—-The Ger- 
man submarine merchantman Deutsch- 
land sailed from Baltimore today on a 
return voyage to Germany with 
declaration from her commander, Cap- 
tain Paul Koenig, that he would take 
her safely home in spite of the allied 
warships waiting for her off the Vir- 
ginia capes. 

The submersible was towed out of 
the slip where she was berthed twenty- 
three days ago at 5:40 o'clock this 
afternoon and it is expected that she 
will put into Newport News between 
8 and 9 o'clock tomorrow morning. 

After getting into midstream the 
tow line of the tug Thomas F. Tim- 
mins was cast off and the Deutschland 
proceeded down the Patapsco river 
under her own power. The Timmins 
went to one side, the coast guard cut- 
ter Wissahfckon to the other, and the 
police boat Lannan brought up the 
rear to prevent undue crowding by the 
fleet of launches that followed. 

Annapolis, 30 miles south of here, 
reported that the Deutschland passed 
at 8:45 o’clock, steaming about 12 
miles an hour.. The. tug Timmins alone 
was convoying and but one vessel was 
following, a newspaper dispatch boat. 
Weather conditions at that time were 
faverabie. 

Captain Koenig and his crew of 
twenty-seven men put to sea with the 
knowledge that a man had telephoned 
agents of the entente allies that the 
Deutschland, had started. They knew 
how long hée had watched at the end 
of a nearby pier, day and night, but 
the captain went out of Baltimore 
harbor smiling and waving his cap. 
His last words in the harbor were of 
praise for America and for his treat- 
ment here by customs authorities. To 
Guy Steele, surveyor of customs, he 
said: “We came here dubious about 
our reception. We go back certain 
that the friendliest of feeling exists 
in America for Germany. You have 
been more than courteous, and the 
fatherland will not forget it.” 

Etght Allied Warships Watiting. 

Captain Koenig said he had learned 
that eight warships of the entente al- 
lies were waiting for him at the edge 
of the three-mile limit, spread out in 
a radius of five miles. ‘We shall have 
to pass unseen within that radius in 
order to escape,” he said. “We shall 
have to make that passage under con- 
ditions not entirely advantageous to us. 
Were the water at that point deeper 
it would be easier. We could sub- 
merge deeply enough to pass under- 
neath the warships. But the water 
there is not 150 feet deep. We shall, 
therefore, have to pass between the 
warships.” 

There were not more than a hundred 
persons in the vicinity of the pier 
when the Deutschland came ouf from 
behind the screen of barges and be- 
side two newspaper dispatch boats 
there only were four launches in the 
stream. The spectators cheered and 
waved handkerchiefs in unison with 
the cheering and waving from the sai]- 
ors on board the interned North Ger- 
man Lloyd steamer Neckar. On the 
conning tower of the submersible there 
was a huge basket of roses and white 
flowers, the last gift of a Baltimore 
admirer. 

In the morning the river leading out 
into the channel for a mile from $the 
Deutschland’s pier was dragged. The 
search for something which might have 
injured the Deutschland was without 
result. 

The manifest of the Deutschland’s 
return cargo nas not been made pub- 
lic, but in addition to large quantities 
of crude rubber and nickel, it is be- 
lieved she carries several hundred 
thousand dollars in gold. 

Will Make Dash at Night. 

Norfolk, Va., August 1.—The United 
States cruiser North Carolina and two 
torpedo boat destroyers, which have 
been doing neutrality duty off Cape 
Henry, moved into Hampton Roads to- 
night about the time the German sub- 
marine Deutschland cleared from Bal- 
timore. No reason for the change in 
position was obtainable here. Only one 
ship of the ailied patrol was in sight

The official statement says: 

“A month has elapsed since the great 
Anglo-French thrust called in England 
the ‘great sweep, during which, ac- 
cording to the enemy’s previous an- 
nouncment, a decision had to be oab- 
tained under all circumstances by the 
enemy. 

“On a 28 kilometre (17 miles) front, 
the enemy advanced four’ kilometres 
(2% miles), in the average, but after 
his experiences of July 20, 22, 24 and 26 
he will not affirm that the enemy line 
has even been shaken at any place. 

“This ‘success’ cost the British at 

230,000 men, according to a very 
cautious valuation. For the French 
losses there are no accurate founda- 
tions, but since the French had to do 
the biggest part of the job and even 
taking into consideration their supérior 
tighting skill, the total enemy losses 
will reach 360,000. The German losses 
cannot be compared to these figures, 

“As the result of the. slow progress 
made by the offensive we have had time 
to construct new fortifications behind 
our actual lines identical to those lost. 
In order to illustrate the facts mention- 
ed in the foregoing it is stated that 
in the first month of the fighting at 
Verdun we gained double the amount 
of territory while the German casual- 
ties were no larger than we could af- 
ford.” 


SENATE VOTES RELIEF 
FOR FLOOD SUFFERERS 


Resolution Appropriating $540,- 
000 Will Be Urged in 
the House Today. 


Washington, August 1. A joint reso- 
lution appropriating $640,000 for the 
temporary relief of flood sufferers in 
Alabama, Georgia, Florida, Mississippi, 
South Carolina and North Carolina was 
adopted late today by the senate and 
it will be urged for passage tomorrow 
in the house. The money would be 
spent under the direction of the war 
department and would be available as 
soon as the house acts and the meas- 
ure receives the president’s signature. 

In combating the republican opposi- 
tion to the measure when it was in- 
troduced early today by Senator Under- 
wood, southern senators asserted that 
conditions in the flooded areas of the 
states were far worse than had 
been represented in press dispatches 
and that in no other way than by 
federal relief could destitution be met. 

“The disaster in these southern 
states is as great proportionately as 
the San Francisco eartnquake or the 
Ohio flood,” said Senator Underwood. 
“The general public does not realize 
this because many of the districts are 
remote and lines of communication 
have been destroyed, thus making it 
impossible to get all the details be- 
fore the public.” 

Senators Smoot and Penrose led the 
fight against immediate consideration 
of the resolution. They asserted that 
it was but an illustration of demo- 
cratic extravagance and insisted that 
the resolution be referred to the ap- 
propriations committee for considera- 
tion. Senator Smoot said he did not 
know what the people of Utah who had 
often suffered from disaster to crops 
without being accorded federal aid 
would think about the proposrd ap- 
propriation if agreed to. ! 

Senators Overman, Simmons, Smith 
of South Carolina, Vardaman, Bank- 
head, Ransdell and others spoke in fa- 
vor of immediate action by the sen- 
ate, but the measure finally was re- 
ferred to committee. The appropria- 
tions committee immediately was call- 
ed in special session and, after hear-’ 
ing a report from the war department, 
describing the extent of the disaster 
and recommending relief for the home- 
less people, it recommended that the 
senate adopt the resolution. 

When the measure finally was re- 
ported it was put through the senate 
out of the regular order of business 
without opposition, 

Senator Penrose, in discussing the 
resolution, said that the republicans 
soon would show that no matter what 
kind of a special 'revenue bill was 
passed, the treasury would face a defi- 
cit due to the heavy appropriations of 
the present congress, 


SIR ROGER CASEMENT

VOTE FOR STRIKE 


Ballots So Far Counted Are 
Virtually Unanimous for 
Strike— Claims of Rail 
Workers Just, Says Shea. 


New York, August 1.—Ballots of one- 
fourth of the 400,000 members of four 
railroad brotherhoods who are voting 
on the question of calling a general 
strike on 225' railroads already have 
been canvassed, and they were virtu- 
ally unanimously in favor of a strike, 
it was learned tonight. 

The ballots counted here today were 
received from the eastern and southern 
territories and it is expected the count 
in these districts will be completed to- 
morrow. Chairmen of the general ad- 
justment committees representing 
workers on railroads west of Chicago 
and “the Mississippi river will report 
here, it was said, not later than next 
Saturday. Timothy Shea, assistant 
president of the Brotherhood of Loco- 
motive Firemen and Enginemen, who is 
in charge of the staff counting the 
ballots, said tonight it will take fully 
five days to count the votes from all 
territories. About 650 chairmen will re- 
port here, he said. 

When the complete vote has been 
counted, probably on Saturday or Mon- 
day, Shea said, there will be a meeting 
here of the national conference commit- 
tee of railways and the result will be 
submitted by the brotherhood. Nego- 
tiations then will be conducted in the 
hope that a satisfactory settlement may 
be reached. A strike would be called 
‘only if negotiations failed. 

“The railroad workers feel that their 
claims are just and righteous,” Shea 
said. “The eight-hour day is the ‘go- 
ing day’ for laboring people, and as a 
penalty for working men over time the 
railroads must pay time and a half 
overtime. Railway employees do not 
care to work overtime. They desire 
recreation and rest with their families. 
The eight-hour day is recognized by 
the United States government and ev- 
ery state in the’‘union. 

“The railway employees are not ask- 
ing an increase in pay, but only a 
shorter work day for the same wages 


for which they are now giving ten 
hours’ service.” 


FUNSTON.TO BAR CAMPS 
T0 THE CORRESPONDENTS 


General Calls Them “Pests.” 
Alleges They Are Sending 
False Stories.

San Antonio, Texas, August 1.—Gen- 
eral Funston tonight sent to the war 
department at Washington a telegram 
announcing his intention to rid the 
various guardsmen camps of newspa- 
per correspondents who send out false 
accounts of conditions in the camps. 

He referred to such correspondents 
as “pests,” and said he had endured 
them as long as he purposed to. 

An order has been sent to all district 
commanders along the border covering 
future actions against newspaper men 
sending out dispatches which may be 
classed as untruthful. In each instance 
the offender will be tried by a special 
court of militia officers from his state. 
If found guilty, he will tbe ordered 
from camp. 

“The great mass of the guardsmen 
are standing the hardships of camp 
life well,” said General Funston, “and 
have no cause for complaint. It is only 
mollycoddies and’ sissies who kick. 
These. are the ones that tell tales to 
special correspondents.” 

The general's telegram, which was 
sent to the adjutant general, said: 

“I wish to call attention of the war 
department to the carnival of lying 
being indulged in by many of the cor- 
respondents who accompanied the state 
troops to the border. I have never seen 
or heard of anything that approaches 
it for sheer maliciousness and shame- 
lessness. 

“While there are honorable excep- 
tions, many of these correspondents are 
men of no judgment or balance, or 
have had so little experience of.the 
world that they seem to have no sense 
of balance or proportion. Ordinary in- 
conveniences or deprivations that, to 
aman of real soldierly instincts, are 
merely subjects for jokes, are magni- 
fied by them into the most distressing 
distortures. 

“They pomiatentiy neglect to say 
anything about the excellent and cred- 
itable things that they see, and, if they 
can see nothing to find fault with, 
manufacture lies out of whole cloth. 
The effect is to distress needlessly the 
families and friends of the members 
of the state organizations and to make 
people of other nations think we are a 
degenerated race of ‘sissies’ and mol- 
lycoddles, incapable of being made into 
soldiers. I have endured these ‘pests’ 
as long as I purpose to and shall here-. 
after bar offenders from camps and 
prohibit them from accompanying 
troops on the march.”

Vladimir-Volynski line. The view is 
held here that if the Germans have 
thus accepted the apemnee from the 
Austrians, the. most ‘decisive result of 
the whole of General Brussiloff's 
strategy will have been obtained, it 
being argued that without German 
support the Austrian armies ‘will be- 
come demoralized and collapse. 

The critics say that the Austrian 
forces between the Lipa and Dniester 
rivers are doomed. 

There has been no ,confirmation of 
the report received in -Rome that 
Kovel and Vliadimir-Volynski have 
been evacuated, but the Italian capital 
usually is well informed on Russian 
news. 

A correspondent with the Russian 
forces reported that the roads to Kovel 
are “black with the retreating enemy.” 

Exactly where General Brussiloff's 
next blow will fall is not known, The 
Russians and <Austro-Germans are 
virtually within the same distance of 
both Kovel and Vladimir-Volynski 
and also are pressing closer toward 
| Lemberg. 

Violent ‘battles are being fought by 
the Russians and the Austro-German 
forces virtually on the entire front 
from the Pripot river marshes in Rus- 
sia southward to the region of 
Buczacz, in Galiciam—a distance of 
about 200 miles. 


GERMAN ARMY

From Sunday evening 
to last night the Germans launched not 
less than sixteen regular attacks 
against the line between the Hem wood 
and the Somme. 

‘In the Hem wood and in the region 
of the Monacu farm the fighting was 
particularly desperate. On Sunday 
night the enemy succeeded by an enor- 
mous effort in t@king the Hem wood 
for the third time, but two hours later 
the French counter attack brilliantly 
recovered the wood. The renewal of 
the German attack on Monday morning 
failed completely, one battalion losing 
a third of its effectiveness. 

The railway station at Hem on the 
outskirts of the forest on the road to 
Maricourt, passed from hand to hand 
four times yesterday morning. At 3 
o'clock in the afternoon the French lost 
it again, being beaten back by two 
Saxon regiments, but at 4 o'clock a 
splendid French charge recovered it. 

The French now are organizing at 
the outskirts of Maurepas, Ginchy and 
Guillemont. The French losses in all 
this fighting were much less than those 
of the enemy. One regiment, which led 
the attack on July 30 and whose ad- 
vance was the most rapid, lost about 
300 men, of whom 75 per cent were 
only slightly hurt. The small number 
of serious injuries is attributable to 
the precision and efficiency of the sup- 
porting cavalry. ; 

The fury of the German assaults and 
the strength cf the effectives engaged 
shows the determination of the em- 
peror’s generals to spare no effort to 
prevent the French from working 
their way along the north bank of the 
river by way of Clery to attack Pe- 
ronne from two sides.

~ URGED BY HUGHES 


Candidate, Wants Congress 
‘to Pass Suffrage Amend- 
ment—Granting of Vote to 
‘Women Is Inevitable. 


— 


New York; August 1.—Charles E. 
Hughes twice today declared himself in 
favor of an amendment to the federal 
constitution granting the vote to wom- 
en. : 

In a letter to Senator Sutherland, of 
Utah, ‘Mr. Hughes stated his personal 
view that the proposed amendment 
should be submitted by congress to the 
states and ratified. In a speech late 
today before 500 women of the Women’s 
Roosevelt League for Hughes, the nom- 
inee declared the question was one af- 
fecting the whole country, and that he 
favored ‘“‘taking the shortest cut to its 
solution.” ' 

“I believe this question should be 
promptly settled,” Mr. Hughes said. “I 
gee nothing but danger to our security, 
to our unity, to our proper attitude to- 
ward political questions in continued 
agitation of this subject.” 

In his address to the league Mr. 
Hughes again assailed the administra- 
tion for its policy concerning American 
rights abroad during the European 
war. 

The nominee also made a luncheon 
address today to about fifty New York 
state republican editors, in which he 
said he had twice been called upon to 
live down an undeserved reputation for 
coldness and aloofness, and that he now 
Was passing through the third expe- 
rience. This address was made after 
Mr. Hughes had dismissed a stenogra- 
pher sent to the luncheon by the na- 
tional committee. The nominee said he 
did not want his remarks to be taken 
down; that he wanted to talk freely 
and fully. The luncheon was private. 

Tonight Mr. Hughes addressed a 
emall meeting of social workers invit- 
ed by Herbert Parsons, national com- 
mitteeman for New York, to meet the 
nominee at an uptown club. The meet- 
ing was private. 

Hughes to the Women. 


In his address to the Women’s Roose- 
velt League for Hughes the nominee 
said: ; 

“This is a tampaign in which I am 
sure women cannot fail to take a very 
profound interest. They feel more 
keenly perhaps than any one edse with 
respect to the national honor and the 
importance of its maintenance, to our 
proper preparation and our security; 
and further, to that organization in 
our life in all its activities which will 
give us an America going forward to 
meet the responsibilities which are 
sure to be upon us after this war is 
over. 

“I note that you represent a very 
strong feeling with regard to our rela- 
tion to American rights in connection 
with that war—to our retation to the 
maintenance of American rights in con- 
nection with Mexico. We do not wish 
in this country to be brought into 
unnecessary conflict. There is not the 
slightest danger of that in a just, firm 
and consistent American policy. ; 

“It is very difficult to satisfy our 
friends on the other side. [f you say 
that the administration has been weak 
and vacillating, they reply: ‘That is 
an old story’—they knew that before. 
If you say they have been lacking in 
firmness and consistency, they say, ‘We 
are going -to be firm and consistent 


now.’ 

“This is the reckoning time. We 
are all stockholders in a great cor- 
poration. We look over that balance 
sheet and we find a serious debit bal- 
ance, and we do not trust the admin- 
istrators that have brought it about. 

“There is an incurable defect of 
character in the administration with 
respect to the weakness and vacilla- 
tion which have characterized it, and 
we cannot expect improvement from 
that source. 

Granting of Vote Inevitable. 


“I explained lasf night my position 
with regard to a very important sub- 
ject; I refer to woman suffrage; and 
as I then said, I have come to the 
conviction that the granting of a vote 
to women is inevitable. I! base that 
conclusion upon a consideration of our 
economic conditions. 

“There may be those who disagree 
with that view: but I-confess [I do not 
uderstand how y candid mind can 
examine the tendencies of our life and 
reach a conclusion that permanently 
votes will be denied to women. I think 
it is impossible. 

“I deprecate most deeply sex organi- 
gations, based upon sex and not upon 
the general obligations ‘of citizenship 
borne iby all. I view with a great deal 
of misgiving a continuation of the 
agitation, which I am sure will grow 
more and more intense as this move- 
ment meets determined opposition. 

“I speak with reference to the Amer- 
tea of the future, and the great im- 
portance that in our preparedness we 
should deal with real political issues 
and not have our political life side- 
tracked by a great and determined 
movement made by determined opposi- 
tion, with regard to the composition of 
our electorate. That is a matter that 
is fundamental.

Today, in answer to a tele- 
gram from Senator Sutherland, of 
Utah, I stated that, consistently with 
the principle and view I announced 
last night, I was in favor of the fed- 
eral amendment. 

“I take that position because, reiter- 
ating what I have already said, I 
believe this question should be prompt- 
ly settled. 4 see nothing but danger 
to our security, to our unity, to our 
proper attitude toward political ques- 
tions, in continued agitation of this 
subject; and 1 would take the shortest 
cut to its solution.

RAIDED BY SHERIF 


Beer Found by Wholesale. 
Island Wide Open as Hell’s 
Gates, Mangum Tells the 
Grand Jury. . 


Savanneh, Ga., August 1.—(Special.) 
While the grand jury was questioning 
citizens about their knowledge of pro- 
hibition law violations at Tybee to- 
day Sheriff Dixon and his force and 


County Police Chief Harley and his 
deputies took the noon train for the 
regort. Armed with search warrants 
they visited every place on the island 
that had been under suspicion and 
found beer by the wholesale. 

Bottled beer by the barrel was found 
at the pavilion of Durden & Powers, 
Bert Frost and other places. Only 
half a dozen bottles of beer were found 
at Charles Levan's cafe. The officers 
spent the afternoon rounding up the 
wet goods and its vendors. Both were 
brought to the city early tonight, -and 
the defendants. were required to give 
bond. 

Sheriff Means Business. _ , 

Slightly more than forty barrels of 
bottled beer and a barrel and three 
cases and a basket of whisky and gin 
Samples of the beer and 
whisky were brought to Savannah by 
Sheriff Dixon to be used as evidence, 
while the bulk of the other goods that 
was confiscated was placed in the cus- 
tody of the police department-of Tybee 
and will be brought up tomorrow. 

Sheriff Dixon issued an oral procla- 
mation on the island after the raid 
that this was only one of a series of 
raids that he would carry out. He 
declared as forcefully as he could that 
he is in dead earnest about the mat- 
ter and purposes to see that the prohi- 
bition law is observed at the resort. 

The raid was organized immediately 
after Franc Mangum, editor of The 
Swainsboro Forest-Blade, testified pe- 
fore the grand jury. He substantiated 
his editorial utterance of a few weeks 
ago that “Tybee was as wide open as 
the gates of hell.” 

He declined, however, to accompany 
the sheriff to Tybee and point out the 
places where he had bought booze, re- 
fusing to be cast in the role of an in- 
former. 

Grand Jury Addressed. 

In addressing the grand jury at con- 
vening time this morning, Judge W. 
W. Sheppard, who is_ presiding in 
Place of Judge Charlton, vigorously 
defended the so-called spy system in 
ferreting out prohibition law viola- 
tions. He said the grand jury ought 
to employ detectives and commended 
the chief of police for doing so. Judge 
Sheppard said his experience on the 
bench had shown him that the most 
difficult evidence to secure was that 
against liquor sellers. The man who 
buys a bottle of whisky seems to be- 
lieve it is dishonorable to tell a court 
about it. It is regarded as some peo- 
ple look upon their gambling debts, 
as an obligation of honor that must be 
paid at all hazards. As a matter of 
fact the court said a gambling debt is 
just the reverse of an honorable 
obligation. It is an obligation of dis- 
honor and the purchasing of liquor is 
av offense against the law that should 
be frowned upon by all good citizens. 
Bt when a man has bought liquor and 
i, asked about it, he should not hesi- 
tate to give the law the benefit of 
all the knowledge he has.

Lowndes Farmers Who Refuse 
to Dip Cattle Will Be 
Prosecuted. .

Valdosta, Ga., August 1.—(Special.)— 
Thirteen warrants have been issued 
for Lowndes county farmers who have 
refused to allow their cattle dipped. 
The warrants were sworn out by Dr. 
D. W. Martin, who is in charge of the 
cattle dipping work in the county. 

Dr. Martin states that these men re- 
fused to allow their cattle dipped and 
that there was nothing for him to do 
but have warrants issued against them. 
He says that he intends to continue 
the dipping and whenever a farmer 
refuses to allow his cattle dipped he 
will have a warrant issued. 

It is probable that all of those 
against whom warrants’ have been 
issued will soon arrange bond, as all 
of them are well known in the county. 

The anti-dippers of the county, who 
have organized and are planning to 
fight the law to the utmost, are nold- 
ing meetings almost every week, They 
have agreed to club together and em- 
ploy a lawyer and fight it out. Judge 
Zipperer, of the Clyatteville district, 
one of the leaders in the anti-dipping 
movement, has advised the farmers to 
allow their cattle dipped and test out 
the law on the warrants which have 
already been igsued.

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YEAR 4 INCHES SHY 
ON RAIN DESPITE 
JULY’S DOWNPOUR 


The monthly report of the local 
weather bureau issued yesterday shows 
that during July there was a rainfall 
of 10.86 inches. This record has never 
been beaten by another year for the 
same month since 1871 with the excep- 
tion of 1887 when a rainfall for July 
of 14.11 inches was recorded. 

The report further shows that the 
mean temperature for the month was 
76, or the lowest since 1879, with the 
exception of July in 1891 when a mean 
temperature of 75 was reported. 

In spite of the hard rains during 
July the official forecaster shows that 
the precipitation for the year is defi- 
cient by the sum of 4.44 inches because 
of the dry weather during the first 
few months of this year. In view of 
the heavy rains of July this record is 
remarkable. 

It is further shown that during July 
the city had 20 thunderstorms, none of 
them, according to the forecaster, of 
any real importance or doing any dam- 
age. The report means that ouf of 
the 31 days in July there were thun- 
derstorms on 20 of them. 

Although July set a very high record 
for rain the greatest amount was dur- 
ing the first 11 days. From the third 
to the eleventh, inclusive, the city had 
a total rainfall of 8.47 inches. 

The next highest record for the 
month was during the period from the 
fourteenth to the twenty-seventh when 
2.11 inches fell.

Measure Will Be Consid- 
ered by Senate Thursday.

The expected settlement of the Sa- 
vannah recall fight failed to mate- 
rialize in the senate yesterday morn- 
ing, action on the bill being postponed 
until Thursday morning by a vote of 
19 to 17 upon motion of Senator A. A.

PLAYING WITH MILLIONS. 

In its utter disregard of recommenda- 
tions from experts and investigating com- 
mittees, the Georgia legislature seems al- 
most childish at times in the game it is 
playing with Georgia’s millions of income. 

We aro told in the report just published 
of the joint legislative committee for in- 
vestigation of Georgia’s finances, that this 
state has net surplus assets of $23,283,- 
351.75; and in the same breath we are in- 
formed that if current pending appropria- 
tion bills are passed, Georgia's treasury will 
face a deficit of at least $400,000 on Janu- 
ary 1 next. This extraordinary condition 
can be no better accounted for than by this 
statement made in the conclusion of the 
joint committee’s report: 


“Tf the state of Georgia had an im- 
proved system for operating its affairs 
and all leaks were stopped, which is now 
impossible, because of lack of system, 
we believe that Georgia would have much 
more each year to use for the develop- 
ment of her institutions, and that instead 
of exceeding the state’s income, and 
keeping the tax rate at 5 mills, it would 
be possible to gradually reduce the rate 
of taxation, keep within her income and 
still make ample provision for her va- 
rious needs.” 


This is no more than individual experts 
and investigating committees have told the 
legislature time and again; and yet it con- 
tinues to ignore the warning, and, in effect, 
to let the state financially take care of 
itself 

If any business firm or corporation in 
this state, or any other, should be con- 
ducted along the same lines as the affairs 
of Georgia notoriously are and have been 
for many years, the courts would not hesi- 
tate for a moment to take charge and put 
the situation in the hands of a receiver, 
notwithstanding the remarkable showing 
as to the preponderance of assets over lia- 
bilities. 

When it comes to available assets, there 
are few states in the union which can make 
a better showing than Georgia. It is a situa- 


tion which outsiders would scarcely be able 
to understand. With property worth twen- 
ty-three millions, we must still crimp and 
starve our institutions, remain some six 
months behind in the payment of our school 
teachers, and scuffle for funds to meet ordi- 
nary everyday expenses. 

It is simply a question of a lack of 8ys- 
tem. One thoroughly competent auditor at 
a comparatively modest salary could co- 
ordinate Georgia’s finances and set up an 
accurate budget system under which income 
and expense might be easily correlated, and 
Georgia would end the year, if not with a 
few dollars to the good, at least out of 
debt. 

In view of the unanimous agreement 
that the installation of an accurate financial 
system would mean the saving of thousands 
of dollars to Georgia every year, it is in- 
comprehensible that the legislature contin- 
ually neglects to act upon the recommen- 
dation,

Editor Constitution: If coupons are of 
such value as their supporters say they are 
in getting new business, holding old busi- 
ness and saving money usually spent for 
advertising, why is it that such concerns 48 
John Wanamaker, of New York and_ Phila- 
delphia; Marshall Field & Co., of Chicago; 
Filenes, of Boston, and Macy & Co., of New 
York, have refused to handle merchandise in 
which they are packed? 

These stores are the biggest in the coun- 
try. If there was as much to the trading 
stamp and coupon game as is claimed by the 
trading stamp and coupon companies, these 
big stores, which cater to every class of 
people from the multi-millionaire down to 
the laboring people, would know it. And, 
if the trading stamp and coupon was on the 
square they would never have cut them out. 
Marshall Field & Co. said in a recent pub- 
letter: | : 

“Coupons packed with merchandise do 
not in any way add to the value of such 
merchandise. We have therefore decided 
that after our present stocks containing 
profit-sharing coupons are exhausted that 
our retail and wholesale. business will 
not carry any merchandise that would 
involve us in the distribution of profit- 
sharing coupons, as the principle would 
be contrary to the long-established pol- 
icies and ideals that have built up our 
institution.” 

John Wanamaker’s personal opinion is: 
“T have never believed in profit-sharing 
coupons of any kind to promote the sale of 
specialties, because the expense must be 
borne by someone, and the probability Is 
that it will be added to the price, of the 
manufactured article before the retailer gets 
it in hand. The Wanamaker = stores long 
since issued fnstryctions that no goods con- 
taining trading stamps or coupons will 
placed on sale.” 

Filenes, the big Boston store, has thrown 
out every -line of merchandise carrying 
coupons or premiums of any kind. 

Trading stamps, profit-sharing coupons, 
etc, do not create new business. They are 
not capable of creating a demand for a spe- 
cifle product on its merits, or to stir up the 
desire to buy. They do not lower the sell- 
ing cost, because, irrespective of any value, 
there still remains the same _ standing 
coupon-charge of each article sold. Trading 
stamps and coupons encourage “scheme mef- 
chandising’ rather than sales plans based 
upon quality products sold on the basis of 
service and fair price. Full value should be 
placed on the goods themselves rather than 
on the coupons received with the goods. This 
is impossible as long as trading stamps and 
coupons are prominently. featured. The mer- 
chant or the manufacturer or the jobber 
who gives trading stamps or profit-sharing 
caupons with his products must do one of 
two things—-either hold up and increase the 
price of his goods, or lower the quality or 
quantity of sd¥ne while pretending to keep 
up their standard. 


One of the largest firms in America giv- 
ing coupons in connection with purchases 
has stated that only 40 to 50 per cent of the 
premium value of its coupons is redeemed. 
Investigation has shown that premiums list- 
ed in premium catalogues are worth in 
some instances,less than 50 per cent of the 
value claimed for them. If the state of 
Georgia had shipped into it last year five 
million dollars’ worth of premium goods, as 
stated by one of the premium companies’ 
representatives, this means that the buying 
public of Georgia spent from ten to twelve 
million dollars during 1915, of which amount 
five to seven million dollars was absolutely 
lost by Georgia and Georgia’s people. 

Think of the immense benefit that would 
be derived by the people of Georgia if that 
five to seven million dollars were- spent in 
building new schools and putting modern im- 
provements in the old schools of Georgia, or 
building good roads, developing water 
power, or put into circulation within the 
state. ' 

If the people of Georgia, and this in- 
cides the head of évery family in Georgia, 
are to be unfairly forced to pay an un- 
necessary and unfair tax of ten to twelve 
million dollars every year, for which they 
get in return articles of questionable service 
and value worth approximately two and one- 
half to three million dollars, making a deficit 
of five to seven million dollars, then it would 
be better if this tax was levied in such a 
way that it would remain within the state 
of Georgia and be used in the upbuilding of 
Georgia. 

Stop this needless waste, which not only 
means the waste of the actual dollars sent 
out of the state, but is doubled on account 
of this unfair competition forcing Georgia 
industry into the bankruptcy court. It is 
time to act,*and the people of Georgia are 
expecting. this Georgia~-legislature to elim- 
inate the trading stamp and coupon evil from

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“We-All” Correct Expression 
When It Is Properly Used 


(From The Kansas City Star.) 

That there is a strictly grammatical use 
of ‘“‘we-all’ and “you-all’—colloquialisms in- 
digenous to the south—and that dialect writ- 
ers born and reared elsewhere are the ones 
who violate the rules of their usage when 
they attempt to put them into the mouths 
of imaginary black aunties’ and uncles, is 
evident from a defense of the words being 
made in Southern newspapers just now. 

The Southern Woman's Magazine for July 
says: 

“Criticisms are easy enough to make, but 
not all of them are as easy to answer as the 
one recently received by the Southern 
Woman's Magazine, taking Helen Topping 
Miller to task for letting old Aunt Tille, of 
the prize story, ‘Look Away,’ use the ex- 
pression ‘we-all.’ The critic contends that 
no southern darky uses ‘we-all’ or ‘you-all.’ 

“In answer to this Mrs. Miller has writ- 
ten a convincing letter. She says: 

“'T have a dear old black mammy who 
boasts that she was raised in the blackest 
patch in Alabama, and she is my autherity 
for the expression ‘‘we-all."”” Indeed, her con- 
versation chiefly consists of expressions 
like, “Miss Helen, we-all ain't got no ice.” 
“We-all better git some mo’ coffee.” She 
pronounces it like one word, with a naive 
accent on the “all.” Since receiving this 
criticism I have heard three other darkies 
use the same expression. As for “you-all,” it 
seems to me that all darkies use it. I have 
heard hundreds, I know. I cannot imagine in 
what part of the south these critics have 
been living.’ ”’ 

And The Newport News 
Herald adds: 

“Quite so. ‘We-all’ was the usual form of 
expression among the old-time negroes of 
Virginia, and meant ‘our folks.’ If one of 
the Jones negroes was conversing with one 
of the Smith negroes about family affairs, 
and should ask, for example, ‘Is you-all got 
a fambly kerridge” and the Smith negro 
should say no, the Jones negro would reply, 
with every show ‘of family pride, ‘Well, 
we-all is.’ 

“The expression was also used in the 
possessive case, and if there were two Lucy 
Smiths in the neighborhood, the one in the 
family to which the Smith negro belonged 
would be designated as ‘we-all’s Miss Lucy.’ 

“As for ‘you-all,’ that time-honored ex- 
pression is as prevalent in Virginia now as 
ever. Our northern friends. laugh at us for 
the use of it and insist that we employ it 
in designating individuals. But, of course, 
that is absurdly incorrect. We use it always 
as a collective pronoun. When we say ‘you-

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Pinkney Our Greatest Lawyer; 
Few Recognized His Ability 


(H. H. Hagan in Case and Comment.) 

Even that tritest of truisms, the ephem- 
erality of a lawyer's fame, offers no adequate 
explanation of the obscurity in which sleeps 
the genius of William Pinkney. For Pinkney 
was not merely a great lawyer. According 
to testimony that leaves no room for doubt 
or controversy, he was the very greatest 
lawyer that this country ,has ever produced. 

Nor was this all. He served his country 
with distinction and success in the laby- 
rinths of diplomacy, at the cabinet table, in 
the halls of congress, and even on the field 
of battle. Above all, at a most critical point 
of our history, when the clamor of contend- 
ing sections distunbed the tranquillity of the 
Sage of Monticello, “like a fire bell ringing 
in the night,” to use Jefferson's own €X- 
pressive phrase, it was Pinkney who rose to 
the occasion and recalled senators to their 
sense of their duty and patriotism. 

Of him John Marshall said that he was 
the greatest man he had ever seen in a 
court of justice. Of him Taney wrote in 
1854: “I have heard almost all the great 
advocates of the United States, both of the 
past and present generation, but I have seen 
none equal to him.” Of him Story remarked: 
“His clear and forcible manner of putting his 
cases before the court, his powerful and 
commanding eloquence, occasionally illum- 
ined with sparkling lights, but always log- 
ical and appropriate, and, above all, his ac- 
curate and discriminating law knowledge, 
which he spours out with wonderful pre- 
cision, @ive him, in my opinion, a great su- 
periority over every man whom I have 
known.” 

When such a court unanimously concurs in 
rendering judgment, bold indeed the man 
who claims an appeal. 


The Straits of Otranto 
Again Figure in History 


Washington, August 1.—/;‘Across the Straits 
of Otranto, where an Austrian crulser is re- 
ported to have sunk several armored British 
patrol boats recently, have sailed some of 
the greatest history-making expeditions. of 
ancient and medieval times,” says a recent 
war geography bulletin issued by the Na- 
tional Geographic society in Washington. 
“This fifty-mile expanse of water, which 
joins the Adriatic and Ionian seas, separates 
the southeastern extremity or heel of the 
Italian peninsula from that part of Alba- 
nia which was known in ancient times as 
Epirus. 

“It is sixty miles from Otranto, the beau- 
tifully situated Italian fishing village which 
gives its name to the straits, to Aviona, the 
nearest port in Albania. Four hundred miles 
to the northwest are Venice and Trieste, at 
the head of the Adriatic, while three hundred 
and fifty miles to the southwest, beyond the 
lonian sea, is the British possession, Malta. 


' Otranto Only a Small Town. 


the beginning of the war Otranto 
was a town of scarcely more than 2,000 
inhabitants, but.-of some importance as the 
Italian terminus of the cable and telegraph 
line to Constantinople, via Avlona. It also 
had cable connection with the island of Corfu. 
The town's historical associations date back 
to Graeco-Roman times, for its occupies the 
site of the ancient Hydrus and was one of 
Rome's ports of embarkation for Apollonia, 
the famous Greek center of culture, 
city in which the future emperor, Augustus, 
was completing his education at the time 
that he was summoned to the capital follow- 
ing the assassination of Julius Caesar. 
““Otranto was one of the Calabrian towns 
captured in 1068 by Robert Guiscard (the 
s]y). that resourceful Norman adventurer 
“ho, at the high tide of his career, gave 
promise of duplicating in southern Italy and 
in Greece the triumphs won by his fellow 
countryman, William the Conqueror, who, 
during the same decade, was subduing Eng- 
land. Four hundred years later the seaport 
was again raided and this time was com- 
pletely destroyed by the Turks. From this 
setback it never recovered. Among the points 
of interest in the village today are the castle, 
built by Alphonso of Aragon, and the cathe- 
dral, which dates back to the eleventh cen~

Minerva at San Nicola, nearby. 
Fertile Section South of Otranto. 


“South of Otranto is an extremely fertile 
and populous section of the Apulian penin- 
sula which terminates thirty miles below the 
town in the promontory of Maria di Leuca 
with its white limestone cliffs marking the 
southeastern extremity of Italy. To the 
northwest of Otranto, fifty-three miles by 
rail, is Brindisi, the famous Brundusium of 
the ancients which has taken on new life 
in recent years, owing to its advantageous 
position as a gateway for the freight coming 
from beyond the Alps through the Saint 
Gothard and the Mt. Cenis tunnels, and des- 
tined for the Far East through Suez. 

“Aviona, also called Valona, on the east- 
ern shores of the Otranto straits, has the 
best harbor on the Albanian coast, being 
protected by the tsland of Saseno and the 
lofty Cape Glossa. Like Otranto, it suffered 
pillage at the hands of the Turks in the 
fifteenth century, but it recovered from its 
misfortunes more readily than its Italian 
sister city, for it is now a town of 6,000 
yeople, and enjoys a considerable trade in 
hides, olives, cotton, cattle and _ bitumen, 
while it is famous for valonia, made from 
the acorn cups gathered in adjacent oak 
roves. This ‘flour,’ which derives its name 
rom the town, is used extensively in the 

industry.

Great and professed desecendant of Pyrrhus,

should soon be master of the world. 
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Editor Constitution: When one is ap- 
proaching seventy, odd bits of history culled 
from the columns of a newspaper makes one 
reminiscent and thoughtful; in the light of 
after years we see so plainly the causes 
that play such an important part in the fate 
of nations and individuals. Two newspaper 
clippings that recently came to my notice 
are so apropos of this thought that I cannot 
resist the temptation to ask you to print 
them. The first is from: The Hartford 
(Conn.) Courant, and is as follows: 

Students of Connecticut history will 
find interest in the story recently pub- 
lished telling of a schooner being char- 
tered in Boston at a cost of $80,000 for 
the purpose of transporting a cargo of 
rum to the west coast of Africa. This 
rather innocent announcement carries 
with it a familiar story to those who 
have delved into the early history of 
Slavery in the north as well as in the 
south; for, strange as it may appear, 
rum and slaves were quite closely eon- 
nected in the good old days. 

Boston and Medford rum played & 
prominent in the development of 
slavery, matter how reluctantly 
we may recall the fact, northern rum 
had much to do with the extension of 
Slavery in the south. This incident re- 
calls the fact that many people in this 
state as well as in Boston not only made 
snug fortunes for themselves, but left 
good estates for others to enjoy after 
thém, by sending rum to Africa to be 
exchanged for slaves, and then selling 
the slaves to the planters in the southern 
states. It is even asserted on good au- 
thority that the saintly and brilliant 
President Stiles of Yale college once sent 
a barrel of rum to Africa to be exchanged 

a slave. This happened when the 

‘.. Mr. Stiles was a pastor at Newport, 

.. the exchange was made and the 
slave brought to him for his use. 

Slavery in those days was recognized 
in the state and it was not until 1784 
that the first effective steps were taken 
to abolish the institution. It may sur- 
prise many of our readers to learn that 
at one time upward of 3.0090 negroes were 
held as slaves in Connecticut. The thrifty 
Boston traders went further than the. 
Connecticut men. They brought sugar 
from Jamaica. turned it ‘into rum at 
Boston and Medford, sent the rum back 
to the west coast of Africa and ex- 
changed it for black men, whom ‘they 
jammed below decks, transported them 
to Jamaica, and then. traded them for 
more ‘sugar to be made into more rum 
to be traded for more slaves. And so the 
traffic continued. 

Historians know that slavery began In 
the north, but the climate and soil being un- 
favorable to the raising of cotton, as a 
consequence slavery crawled south. Instead 
of freeing their slaves they took and sold 
them to the southland. Without negro labor, 
cotton would never have been king. I shall 
always. give the negro credit for helping 
to build up one of the greatest industries of 
this nation. 

: I will never forget their faithful devo- 
tion to the whites in time of the rebellion. I 
was in the south not long since at the place 
where I was born and raised, and I rejoiced 
to see prosperity once more in the old land. 
I tell the whites here the people of the 
south could show them something of scien- 
tifle farming, conserving the soil with ter- 
races and side ditches. The good roads of 
the south were a joy. | 

We visited our old home place near 
Notasulga, Ala. There on the Sogahachee, 
in about the year 1844 or 1845, Jacob Flour- 
noy bullt a sawmill; the motive power was 
the first turbine water wheel ever built in 
the United States. About 1847 he finished 
his grist or flouring mill and used the same 
kind of power. I remember events distinctly 
after 1849, and I well remember those little 
wheels going round, sending the water in 
sprays, to my delight.

There is a model of Mr. FPlour- 
noy’s machine in the garret of the old home- 
stead occupied by his son, W. T. Flournoy, 
near Marionville, Lawence county, Missouri. 

His health began to: fail soon after. He 
said Keeley would never succeed, for he had 
taken hold of the wrong principle. Mr. 
Flournoy demonstrated power, and had he 
then the hard steel that they now use for 
auto axles the high speed would not have 
worn the pivotal parts. 

Mr. Flournoy died at Marionville, Mo., In 
1888. He left manuscripts and drawings ex- 
plaining his theories, but his family tells 
me they failed to find th®m; but I saw them 
and rolled them up for him.

Usury Measure Debate. 

The usury measures were debated 
with force, Peacock and Davis, joint au- 
thors of one of the two pending bills, 
speaking in their measure’s behalf, and 
Shipp, of Colquitt, and Elders, “of Tatt- 
nall, speaking for the committee sub- 
Stitute, drafted by Shipp. 

The primary difference between the 
two measures has to do only with the 
penalty imposed for violation of the us- 
ury principle. The bill of Peacock, of 
Dougherty, and Davis, of Laurens, in- 
troduced jointly by them as a substitute 
for a bill introduced early in the ees- 
sion by Peacock and one introduced a 
year ago by Davis, provides that any 
person lending money for a rate of in- 
terc™* above the statutory limit may 
be made to suffer the forfeiture, not 
only of the interest charged, and paid 
by the borrower, but twice the amount 
of such interest—not only that portion 
which is usurious, but all of it. 

As explained by Mr. Peacock and Mr. 
Davis, this bill corresponds in detail 
with the new national banking law, 
and they argue, such a law as it con- 
templates would simply place the state 
banks of Georgia under the same re- 
strictions and rules and regulations, 
with regard to interest charges, aS are 
the national banks in the state under 
the federal act. 

The committee (Shipp) 
provides as a penAlty for usufy the 
forfeiture of only the interest on in- 
in cases .where 
the borrower has been charged a usuri- 
ous rate of interest. 

In his speech Mr. Davis madethe dec- 
laration that the existing interest law 
of the state, under which state banks 
can charge usurious interest ‘and get 
away with it,” “has retarded the de- 
velopment of Georgia more than any 
one thing in:the world.” ‘

Burtz took the floor, following Full- 
bright, and started out by upbraiding 
the committee, which, he charge, had 
been derelict in its imposed duty to 
give the matter and both sides a fair, 
impartial and thorough hearing. He 
commenced a recounting of things said 
and done at hearings held by the com- 
mittee, when Fullbright arose to the 
point’ that the rules preclude the re- 
cital in house debate happenings in 
committee, and tne chair sustained hi:n. 

“The gentleman from Burke,” shouted 
Burtz, “doesn't want known what took 
place in the committee room.” 

Connor, after Burtz had. “explained” 
his interest in the controversy, asked 
him if it were not true that he, Burtz, 
represents the Shippy Bros. Lumber 
company on the floor of the house. 
Burtz declared that it is not true. 

“Then, if the gentleman denies that 
he represents Shippys on the floor of 
this house,” asked Connor further, “is 
it mot true that he does represent’ them 
in the courts in a suit pending for the 
recovery from the copper company of 
$85,000 damages?” 

Burtz admitted that he is of counsel 
for Shippy brothers in certain litiga- 
tion, but declared that in all that he 
has said or done in the legislature he 
has represented only his constituents 
as a whole. 

Connor then again sought to invoke 
upon Mr. Burtz rule No. 22, and asked: 

“Will the gentleman from Gilmer 
state that he is not interested directly 
Or indirectly in the result of this vote?” 
“If the gentleman has not sufficient 
intelligence,’ Burtz shouted, “to under- 
stand my position after I have explain- 
ed it so fully as I have, I decline to 
answer his question.” 

Fullbright, Burtz ylelding to a ques- 
tion, oe the floor and charged urtz 
with having done everything in his 
power to hamper the work of the com- 
mittee and impede its purpose in ar- 
riving at a true comprehension of the 
State of affairs. He asked Burtz a 
question, and Burtz, with heat, said he 
would yield no further. 

“He'd better not,” retorted the Burke 
representative, and Burtz was permit- 
ted to conclude. 

He was followed ‘by Gilliam, of Fan- 
nin, who spoke in such modulated tones 
that only a few could hear him. Burtz 
immediately began bombarding Gilliam 
with interrogations.

Gilliam replied that he is vice presi- 
dent of the First National Bank of Cop- 
per Hill, through which the copper 
company pays its mill workers, large- 
ly; but- he said he makes his living 

rincipally from land, of which he is a 
arge o'wner. 

Burtz then asked him !f he did not 
Know that the senator who backed 
the resolution in the senate had not 
for ten years been of counsel for the 
copper company, as well as a “‘paid lob- 
byist’” for the same interests, and Gil- 
liam replied that he did not know that 
to ‘be a fact. 

Olive, @! Richmond, concluded debate 
upon befalf of the resolution, and he, 
too, went over the ground covered by 
the committee—of which he was a mem- 
ber—and declared that the report it 
rendered is absolutely correct, complete 
and unbiased, and made after a most 
thorough and painstaking investiza- 
tion and hearings in which all inter- 
ests were permitted to present their 
complaints and ideas.

Burtz, Collins of Union, and Mathews 
of Dawson, offered about ten amend- 
to the resolution, which, 
they been adopted, would have revers- 
ed its intent and purpose, and which 
would have limited the term of the con- 
tract in question to one vear, and they 
were put up and voted down, One after 
another, with cadent regularity. 

Then, when the resolution itself was 
put to vote, it passed by vote of 120 to 
22. Burtz asked for an aye and nay 
vote, but could not muster sufficient 
support on the floor to gain even that 
point.

Opposed Proposed Board. 

Colonel Andrews stated that he was 
unalterably, absolutely and unequlvo- 
cally opposed to the commission con- 
sisting of all three members of the 
prison commission and stated that he 
would withdraw his objections to the 
Adams substitute for this session of 
the legislature if Judge Patterson 
would agree to an amendment making 
the chairman of the prison commis- 
sion, the state geologist and the two 
professors of engineering the members 
of the board. He was of the opinion 
that if these men were chosen for the 
commission the law could subsequently 
be amended so as to make it more po- 
tent than.the Adams substitute. 

“Why do you think all three mem- 
bers of the prison commission should 
be on the highway commission?” Colo- 
nel Andrews asked Judge Patterson. 

“Tl have never drawn a bill in my 
life making me a member of the pro- 
posed commission. Why do you oppose 
all three members of the prison com- 
mission being on the highway commis- 
sion?’ replied the judge. 

“Ror one reason because six will be 
too large a commission, and, to my 
mind, it is essential that the members 
proposed by my bill should serve on 
the commission. No other state has s») 
many members on its commission,” 

“It will be a great mistake for the 
state not to utilize our expert assist- 
ants, already in the employ of the 
state,” stated Dr. Matheson. He praised 
the heads of the department of en» 
gineering at the Georgia Tech and at 
the University of Georgia very highly 
and commended the work being done 
by the state geologist. “These men 
have spent many years in the develop- 
ment of road work, and it seems as 
though the state should jump for their 
gervices. Judge Patterson’s amendment 
makes these men ex-officlo members of 
the commission and we object to that 
very strenuously. They should be ac- 
tive members of the commission,” he 
stated. 

Would Protect Small Counties. 


Representative Beck, of Carroll, said 
that he did not care so much who com- 
posed the commission, but that he 
wanted something written into the bill 
providing for the dispensation of thé 
money which would protect the small 
and sparsely populated countieg of the 
state. 

“Don’t you think that the prison com- 
mission would be the best body of men 
to handle the road money, since they 
are elected by and answerable to the 
people of the state?” asked Represen- 
tative Yeomans, of Terrell. 

“I nave stated before that I do not 
caré so much about the personnel of the 
board, but the prison commission would 
suit me. However, without casting any 
reflections on anybody, they might be 
unduly influenced by boards of trade, 
and chambers of commerce so that the 
country districts would be ignored and 
we would have a chain of highways 
connecting only the largest cities of 
the state,” Mr. Beck replied. 

Senator Stovall, of the thirtieth, 
pressed his substitute, which provides 
for a commission to be composed of 
the chairman of the prison commission, 
the state geologist and the two pro- 
fessors of engineerings The distinctive 
feature of his bill is that it provides 
for the distribution of all road money 
in the following manner: One-third ac- 
cording to the population of the county, 
one third according to the size of the 
county, and one-third according to the 
number of miles of rural roads. 

Upon motion of Senator Way the 
committee adjourned to meet again thig 
morning at ¥ o'clock to further con- 
sider the matter. It seems certain that 
the senate will in some way amend 
the Adams substitute or report back 
an ‘entirely different substitute to the 
senate.

URGED IN RESOLUTION 


Beazley Says State’s Property 
Undesirable as Residence But 
Valuable as Business Site. 


Representative J. A, Beazley, of Tal- 
faferro county, perturbed as to the 
physical safety of the chief executive 
and his household, Tuesday introduced 
in the house a resolution under which 
the governor would vacate the mansion 
on Peachtree and remove into safer 
quarters to be leased by the state. 

The governor's mansion, recites the 
document, “is reported to be in an un- 
safe and dangerous condition for habi- 
tation,” and the tenor of it is that un- 
less the official head of the state does 
not get out of it soon plaster is likely 
to fall upon him. Also the plumbing 
is bad, “causing the building to be in- 
vaded by dangerous and _ poisonous 
germs.” 

The author of the resolution would 
lease the old structure “at an annual 
profit to the state,” 

Several times in the past the sale of 
the mansion by the state has been con- 
sidered. A number of offers have been 
made for its purchase, the property's 
value being proportionately great be- 
cause of its proximity to the business 
center of the city. This same cause, 
too, detracting from its value for pure- 
ly residential purposes, almost sur- 
rounded as it is by business buildinga. 
And this proposal to dispose of it by 
lease is regarded ag being in line with 
the general disposition to forsake it “s 
the official residence of the chief ex- 
ecutive and to remove the governor's 
place of abode to elsewhere. 

The Beazley resolution follows: 

Whereas, the present governor's mansion 
is reported to be in an unsafe and dangerous 
condition for habitation, the condition of the 
walis and plastering endangering the safety 
and lives of its occupants, the defective con-

M. B. Wellborn, chairman of the board 
of directors of the Faderal Reserve Bank 
of Atlanta, gives the following interesting 
summary of the agricultural, industrial and 
business conditions prevailing in the sixth 
federal reserve district: 

The farming element in the sixth district 
is in a depressed mood over the conditions 
following the storms and continuous rains 
for the past few weeks, and business con- 
ditions in general have been considefably 
disturbed. Most of the damage done has 
largely been in the states of Alabama and 
Georgia, with Alabama probably the greater 
sufferer. The flood damage thraughout

the section was confined to the craps and; 


physical properties, with very small loss of 
life. 

Cotton-—-The cotton crop has been mate- 
rially damaged by the excessive rains, giv- 
ing grass and the boll weevil the advan- 
tage at a critical period of the growing sea- 
son. Rains loosened the ground around the 
roots and high winds easily uprooted many 
thousands of plants. Cotton left standing 
has big stalk and sappy plant with little 
fruit. Practically nothing can b@ done to 
offset the injury until the land drys suf- 
ficient for cultivation. Alabama estimates 
are of 20 -per cent damage; Georgia 10 
per cent, while cotton in Mississippi and 
parts of Tennessee and Florida is reported 
in good condition. (Conservative estimates 
agree that the crop has been damaged at 
least 10 per cent throughout the district. 

Corn—-Thirty days ago indications pointed 
best corn crop in many 
but the damage sustained by the 
storms and overflows has greatly re- 
duced the prospect. Much corn was biown 
down and the rivers and creeks damaged 
all crops in the lowlands. A'‘tabama alone 
claims to have sustained a loss of $6,000,000 
on its corn crop. Corn in tbe uplands may 
somewhat benefit from the rains and offset 
the loss in the lowlands Reports from 
throughout the district generally indicate at 
least a 10 per cent damage. 

Grains—Grain reports show 
ment over last month's reports, 
thatthe yield will be 
ably decreased. In the Tennessee wheat 
fields rains have continued to interfere with 
the threshing of wheat, and caused damage 
to wheat remaining in the shock.

12,916,000 Bales. 


August 1.—Heavy damage 
to the growtng cotton cro between June 
25 andg July 25 has caused a reduction of 
1,350,0 bales in the prospective produc- 
tion. The August cotton report of the de- 
partment of agriculture, announced  to- 
day, indicated a production of 12,916,000 
equivalent 600-pound bales, compared with 
14,266,000 bales forecast from the condition 
of the crop June 25. The condition dur- 
ing the month dropped 8.8 per cent to 72.3 
of a normal. 

Reviewing conditions fay the month, the 
bureau of crop estimates said: 

“The month ending July 25 has been only 
fair for cotton in most of the belt west of 
the Mississippi river and Tennessee, and 
unfavorable east of. the river and in Lou- 
isiana. 

“Rains in the drouth-stricken southern 
coastal. region of Texas permitted the 
planting of a considerable late acreage. The 
crop in the western beit is well cultivated 
and moisture conditions have been favor- 
able, although the need for rain is now be- 
ginning to be felt, 

“East of the Mississippi a severe trop!- 
cal storm through portions of Florida, Ala- 
bama, Mississippi early in July, and an 
extremely heavy downpour at mid-July in 
the Carolinas, 
most constant rains during July through- 
out the entire belt, have put the crop badly 
in the grass, leached out much of the al- 
ready eficient amount of fertilizer, and 
greatly facilitated the activity of the boll 
weevil, where present, and its continued 
spread. The rains at the.close of the period 
fu the eastern belt were preventing much 
needed cultivation.”’ 

Conditions of the growing cotton crop on 
July 25 ety Se Be a total production of 12,- 
916,000 equivalent 500-pound bales the de- 
partment of agriculture today announced 
in its August cotton report, That compares 
with 14,266,000 bales forecast last month by 
the bureau of crop estimates basing its cal- 
culations on the condition of the crop on 
June 25, and with 11,191,820 bales, last 
year’s final production, 16,134,930 in 1914, 
14,156,486 bales in 1913 and 12,703,421 bales 
in 1912. The final output, however, will be 
larger or smaller than above forecast ac- 
cording as conditions hereafter are better 
or worse than average conditions. 

Condition of the crop on July 26 as com- 
piled from reports of agents and corre- 
spondents in the cotton belt was placed at 
72.3 per cent of a normal, compared with 
81.1 on June 25. 75.4 on July 25 last year, 
76.4 in 1914 and 78.5, the ten-year average 
on July 25. 

Durng the month storms ‘caused some 
damage to the crop. In the first week 
weather was favorable in most places and 
the crop made satisfactory growth, but 
owing to eartier unfavorable conditions 
some fields were irregular and in places the 
plants were small and backward. Boll 
weevil were reported damaging the crop in 
Texas, Mississippi, Alabama, Arkansas and 
Loutsiana. 

High winds and heavy rains of a tropi- 
ca] storm did serious damage in portions 
of the central and east gulf states during 
the second week. Much of the crop in the 
lowlands was flooded and uplands were 
badiy washed and the crop otherwise in- 
jured. In extreme western Florida the 
crop was damaged from 25 to 50 per cent 
by the storm. Continued rains favored bol! 
weevil increase and prevented much need- 
ed cultivation. In the western portion of 
the belt and northern part east of the 
weather was 


Washington, 


generally favor- 
able and the crop made good progress. 

During the latter part of the month some 
damage was sustained from floods in the 
northeastern -.section. The weather west 
of the Mississippi was favorable, but in the 
east it was less so. especially in the low- 
lands. Increased damage by boll weevil 
was reported. 

Statistics compiled by the bureau of crop 
estimates show the value of the 1915 cotton 
crop was 10 per cent more than that of 
1914. while the production was 30 per cent 
less. Total value of the 1915,crop was 
$794,000,000. compared with $720,000,000, 
the value of the 1914 crop. The 1913 crop 

valued at $1.027,000,.900. 
was valued at $628.000.000 for the 
crop, paying producera about 11.22 
cents a pound as calculated on averages 
based upon monthly prices and monthiy 
sales. For the 1914 crop the lint was 
valued at $591,000,000, paying producers 7.33 
cents a pound. 

The value of seed of the 1915 crop was 
$166,000,000, paying producers $33.60 a ton 
compared with $129,000.000, the value of 
the 1914 crop's seed which paid producers 
$17.90 a ton. The increase in the price of 
the seed over 1914 was greater than the in- 
crease in the price of lint.

New York, August 1.—The govern- 


ment’s crop report was followed by @ 
sensational advance of about $1.75 per 
bale in the cotton market today. De- 
cember contracts sold up from 13.38 
to 13.65 within ten or fifteen minutes 
after the publication of the bullish 
crop figures, making a new high rec- 
ord for that delivery and an advance 
of 26 points from last night’s closing 
figures. The market met a good deal 
of opposition at this level, however, 
and reactions followed with December 
closing at 13.50, while the general list 
closed easy at a net advance of only 
10 -to 11 points. 

Trading was comparatively quiet 
with prices showing a tendency to 
work off before the report was pub- 
lished. Liverpool was relatively easy 
while weather conditions in the south 
were considered more favorable, and 
there was evidently a feeling around 
the local ring that quite a bullish show- 
ing from Washington had ‘been dis- 
counted. After opening at a decline 
of 4 to 11 points, the market quickly 
rallied to about last night’s closing 
figures on covering, but soon turned 
easier, and showed a .net loss of about 
10 to 12 points just before 11 o’clock, 
with October selling at 13.10 and Jan- 
uary at 13.34.

ON COTTON SITUATION 


New York. August 1.—(Special.)—The 
government report furnishes a distinct sur- 
Prise to the cotton trade and had specula- 
tion been alert in that commodity an ad- 
vance of at least 59 points should have fol- 
lowed its publication, since the repoet 
shows the poorest August 1 crop condition 
ever known except that of August 1, 1999. 
It shows the greatest deterioration ever 
shown itn July of any year except 1896. 
The figures were from 23 to 4 points lower 
than looked for. The reports from the 
eastern belt were perhaps within 1 or 2 
points of where expected in the Carolinas 
and Georgia, but Alabama showed 25 points 
deterioration where the trade expected only 
haif of that, and likewise Mississippi show- 
ed 20 points decline. which was twice what 
was looked for. Even Texas showed 3 
points, Arkansas 4 and Louisiana 7 points 
foss, none of which was looked for. The 
figures, however, stand as written and show 
the poorest crop condition in history in 
North Carolina, Georgia, Florida and Ala- 
bama, the poorest ever known in South 
Carolina excepting 1886 and the poorest in 
Mississippi except 1900 and 1909. The poor- 
est in the United States aver known since 
August 1, 1909, when it was 71.9. In the 
face of such a report the rather indifferent 
market response is surprising to those who 
Gidn’t realize how much long cotton stood 
fin the market ready to liquidate. It was 
the liquidation of this long cotton that 
stopped the market, but s0 soon as that 
HMquidation is completed a further advance 
fs not only possible, but probable, for 
there are none willing to be short of a 
market in the face of a government report 
like that of today. We are not among those 
who criticise the figures of the govern- 
ment report. The countries of Europe be- 
HMeve in government figures and ‘government 
accuracy andtoday’s report will certainly 
bring Europe as a buygr for*some time and 
we shall not be surpri#d to sce the market 
congested for want of contracts until the 
new cotton moves in sufficient volume to 
make contracts more plentiful. If the crop 
fs as bad as the covernment has painted it

MAKES INSANITY PLEA 


Columbus, Ga., August 1.—(Special.) 
W. D. Pruitt, alias Joe Johnson, is still 
being held at police headquarters, but 
Mrs. Myrtle Hasley, alias Lois Jones, 
of Montgomery, with whom he went 
through a marriage ceremony in Co- 
lumbus last week, was released upon 
the arrival of her husband, H. F. Hal- 
sey, who was accompanied by his fa- 


ther. The woman will not be prose- 


cuted. 

Pruitt claims that he is a fit sub- 
ject for the asylum and should not be 
rosecuted on a “white slavery” charge. 
He asserted that he is an escape from 
the Alabama asylum at Tuscaloosa, 
where he occupied cell No. 16. 


Wurm mystery—plainclothes men, 
whose identities are withheld. Every 
available man of both the county and 
city ranks has been given a Wurm as- 
signment. 

Three automobiles from police head- 
quarters, two county machines and a 
number of motorcycles were employed 
Tuesday running down rumors. Not a 
definite clew was disclosed. Not in the 
city’s history has a more baffling mys- 
tery been faced. The investigators are 
now at a point where they hardly know 
which way to turn. In their own words, 
they are “stumped.” 

Plant superintendents, foremen and 
overseers were questioned Monday and 
Tuesday nights regarding the attitude 
of the men in the Atlantic plant to- 
ward the Wurm boy. It was found 
that no one disliked him. The only 
act approaching a report on an em- 
ployee was a question he asked an 
overseer one night shortly after he 
first came to work, when he wanted 
to know if it was his duty to make 
mention to higher authorities of men 
he discovered sleeping at their posts. 


NO MOTIVE 
YET FOUND. 


The overseer informed him that no 
such duty was within his jurisdiction. 
He held authority over no one, and re- 
ports on the conduct or work of any- 
one was not expected: Consequently, 
the police can find no cause for him 
to have by official action incurred the 
animosity of plant operatives. This 
leads to the belief that his slayers were 
impelled by other motives than malice. 

Unmoulded in its present state, but 
offering the only possibilities avail- 
able outside of the case against Crane, 
the theory of an organized gang which 
set’ out either to avenge an act, or to 
destroy with John Wurm some vital 
secret he held, has been taken by the 
detectives to furnish the basis for the 
only channel in which they can fur- 
ther conduct their probe. 

Police are confident the doy time- 
keeper was carried to the _ river's 
edge in a machine, doubdtless alive, 
and thus thrown tnto the water. 
Measurements were made of the auto- 
mobile tracks that led to the river bank 
along the isolated roadway on the Ful- 
ton county shore midway .§ between 
Pace’s ferry road and the scene of dis- 
covery. 

An examination was also made by a 
magnifying glass, and it is possible that 
photographs will be made today. It was 
at this spot that County Policeman 
Chappellear discovered several strands 
of copper-covered,  ateel-core wire 
identical with the sort which bound 
the wrists of the dead youth. There 
were two Kinds of wire around the 
wrists, the second a solid steel wire, 
of which sort,none is used at the steel 
plant. Pieces of this kind of wire were 
also discovered by Chappellear. 


NO TRACE OF 
DEATH CAR. 


Taxicab drivers, whose cars are tra- 
versing streets at all hours of the 
night, are being questioned to find if 
they observed a machine that, by any 
means, attracted suspicion, driving 
along any of the routes leading to the 
river the night John Wurm vanished. 
Thus far this angle of the inquiry has 
revealed nothing. 

The funeral of the dead boy wus 
held Tuesday morning at 10 o’clock in 
St. Mark’s ethodist church, where 
young Wurm was a member of the 
choir, and attended Sunday gchool. The 
services were conducted by Dr. W--R.
